BSTATIONS PLANNED 
FOR PAYMENT OF TAXES 


Innovation Will Be of Great 
Convenience to Many Citi- 
zens of Atlanta. 


Frank Smith, city tax collector, and 
W. Zode Smith, general manager of 
waterworks, are working out plans for 
substations in the various wards of the 
city where property owners and water 
consumers may pay in their taxes and 
water bills. 

Mr. Smith states that for some time 
he has seen with the growth of Atlanta 
and the expansion of the city’s business 
the need of the substations, and Mr. 
Smith has given his indorsement of the 
plan and will, with Mr. Smith, take the 
matter to general council. 

An appropriation will be asked to de- 
fray the expense of the extra men that 
will be needed in the operation of the 
substations, and offices owwill also 
have to be provided. 

In addition to the thousands of tax- 
payers that have to be served every 
quarter there are more than 30,000 wa- 
ter consumers, or an average of 1,000 
per day, to be cared for by the tax 
collector and his assistants at the city 
hall. 

The quarters at the city hall are al- 
ways crowded and it is said that with 
the establishment of the substations to 
relieve the situation the city’s moneys 
could be much better handled although 
at a trifling greater expense. 

Reports from other cities of the coun- 
try show that by comparison Atlanta 
collects her taxes and revenue from 
other sources at a cheaper rate on the 
$100 than any city in the nation. 

Jesides the value to the office and 
those employed there, it is pointed out 
that it would prove a great conven- 
ience to the public in general to have 
the substations near their residences 
and places of business where they could 
pay theirtaxesand water bills without 
having to come downtown to the city 
hall.

GERMANY LACKS NEWS 
REGARDING HESPERIAN. 


Berlin, September 11.—(CVia London, 
September 12, 2:57 a. m.)—-The Germayw 
foreign office and admiralty stated to- 
day they had no news regarding 
Hesperian incident, concerning which 
Ambassador Gerard asked information 
recently. The question of whether 
Americans lost their lives when 
Hesperian was blown up probably will 
have a bearing on the ultimate answer 
to Washington, it is said. 

Sinee the steamer was a British ves- 
sel bound from a British to a Canadian 
port, the Germans are inclined to hold 
that the question on its merits is one 
concerning chiefly Great Britain and 
Germany, and that American interests 
can be based only on actual damage to 
Americans.

The.second chapter in the 
tween the city board of electrical 
trol and the board of electrical exam- 
iners was enacted Saturday when 
George H. McKee, Jr., an electrician, 
secured a temporary restraining order 
against the city issuing to H. H. Mc- 
Cowan a license to follow the vocation 
of electrical engineer in Atlanta. 

McCowan failed to mass the examina- 
tion of the board of: examiners, and 
it was charged thati he was caught 
cheating and his examination papers 
taken from him. However, the board 
of electrical control overrode the ex- 
aminers and Chairman Jim Maddox 
sent a communication to City Clerk 
Walter Taylor, instructing him to 
sue the license. 

The clerk found that the city code 
specifies that before issuing the li- 
cense a certificate must first be ob- 
tained by the applicant from the 
perintendent of electrical affairs. R,. C. 
Turner, who holds this office, refused 
to issue the certificate until he could 
get a written opinion from the city 
attorney stating it was legal to issue 
it after the applicant had failed to 
pass the examination, 

While McCowan was camping on the 
trail of the clerk and electrician, Mce- 
Kee was busy with his attorney, A}l- 
dine Chambers, and shortly after noon 
Judge Pendleton, of the superior court, 
signed an order restraining the clerk 
and electrician from issuing the license. 

The petition was for a permanent in- 
junction or until McCowan shall have 
made a satisfactory showing in his ex- 
amination. The court set the hearinz 
on the petition for September 25 and 
the order was served on the city clerk 
and Turner. 

As a result of the action of the board 

electrical control, the entire board 
of examiners has resigned. This meang 
that Mr. Turner will have to nominate 
a new board of examiners to be con- 
firmed by the board of electrical con- 
troL. Those eligible to appointment 
are practical electricians who have 
been continuously in the business for 
a mperiod of at least ten years.

GERMANY KEEPS 
BLAMING BRITAIN 


For Failure of Two Coun- 
tries to Reach Agreement 
in 1912—Statements by 
British Foreign Office Are 
Contradicted. 


Berlin, September 11.—(By Wireless 
to Sayville.)—Another chapter in the 
controversy between Germany and 
Great Britain concerning the efforts 
made in 1912 for a reapproachement is 
published in The Norddeutsche Allge- 
meine Zeitung, which is frequently the 
mouthpiece of the German govern- 
ment. The Overseas agency, summariz- 
ing the article, says: 

“The Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zei- 
tung shows that the recent declaration 
of the British foreign office contains 
several incorrect statements. This 
newspaper first proves that the Anglo- 
German negotiations did hot fail be- 
cause Germany sought England's ab- 
solute neutrality. When Viscount Hal- 
dane (then British secretary of state 
for war) returned to London after his 
visit to Berlin, Germany had already 
given up this clause and replaced: it 
by a clause under which neutrality 
was to be guaranteed in the event that 
one nation went to war, provided the 
other party to the agreement had not 
been the aggressor. 

British Argument Refuted. 

“The British argument now advanced 
that under such a clause Germany 
would have a guarantee of England's 
neutrality by seeming to avoid aggres- 
sive acts, but in reality causing her 
allies to take the aggressive, is refuted 
by the fact that the situation would 
be the same as regards England. It 
would have been equally possible for 
England to allow an ally to attack 
Germany and then abandon neutrality 
on the ground that Germany had pro- 
voked the attack. ; 

“The newspaper states, that mutual 
confidence is the indispensable basis 
of international agreements. Germany, 
therefore, suggested that the new en- 
gagements ought not to be in conflict 
with the treaty of the triple alliance. 
England now refers to Italy as having 
stated that Germany was the aggressor 
in the present war. It is evident, how- 
ever, that Italy’s allies are not inclined 
to discuss the origin of their present 
friendship with that nation, which 
could hardly be revealed in view of 
the sacred character of international 
treaties. 

“The reports of the German ambas- 
sador at London prove that Sir Edward

ing in Which Many Ger- 


mans and Russians Were: 


Killed. 


Berlin, September 11.—(Via London, 
September 12, 12:37 a. m.)—Details of 
the capture of Grodno are given in a 
dispatch to The Lokal Anzeiger from 
its correspondent, Dr. Stephan Steiner, 
who entered the city with the Ger- 
mans. 

The correspondent approached 
city from the southwest September 
one day before it fell. The air was 
thick with humming bullets and the 
explosion of shrapnel shells, the metal 
rattling sharply on the walls of the 
houses.

“The night scene at the water's edge | 


was-one of unparalleled grandeur,’ says 
Dr. Steiner. “The river, skirted by 
rows of houses on bluffs 130 feet high, 
was illuminated by exploding shells. 
Mighty Pillar of Flame. 

“Suddenly a mighty pillar of flame 
shot up on the other shore, producing 
a gigantic rain of sparks and burning 
fragments. The terrific detonation 
drowned the roar of the cannon. It 
was the explosion of some Russian 
ordnance depot. It caused numerous 
conflagrations in its vicinity, which 
illuminated brightly the ruins of the 
gigantic Niemen bridges lying half in 
the water.” 

The bombardment continued through- 
out the night, growing unusually in- 


tense about 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, when the Russians on the north 
side of the river attempted a counter 
attack. He returned to the city be- 
fore dawn and found heavy German 
guns, brought into position during the 
night, shelling the Russian-forts, six 
or seven of which still were defending 
themselves vigorously. 

The Russian artillery 
the northern heights also kept the 
southern suburbs under a heavy fire, 
and the rain of rifle bullets still was 
incessant. Nevertheless, German pio- 
neers succeeded under cover of dark- 
ness in putting a pontoon across the 
river. Several German battalions and 
batteries gained the northern shore 
to support the other troops which had 
crossed further down the stream. 

As the correspondent approached 
the bridge he found the (bodies of fal- 
len soldiers everywhere along. the 
streets. These and the dead horses 
were pushed aside to make room for 
the advance of the troops who were 
crossing the pontoon bridge in great 
numbers. A man occasionally dropped 
from the ranks, but his body was 
pushed aside and the column moved on. 
The river on both sides of the bridge 
was spouting flame from falling pro- 
jectiles. 


Big Church Burned Rapidly. 


The Germans searched the houses as 
they went, and brought out Russians 
arrayed in the most motley uniforms, 
who had concealed themselves in the 
buildings. A big church, ignited by a 
tussian shell, burned rapidly. 

Civilians nowhere appeared on the 
streets, but peeped with blanched 
faces from cellar lookouts or 
drew in terror from the scenes 
side. Many people filled the cathedral, 
occupying aFl the room, some kneeling, 
some lying with their faces pressed 
to the floor. A heavy shell penetrat- 
ed the wall, but did not explode, fall- 
ing harmlessly before the altar. It was 
accepted as a miracle, causing a fresh 
accession of fugitives from other 
churches. The correspondent found a 
hotel and was assigned a room where 
he stayed while the hottest fighting 
continued in a nearby = street. Two 
machine guns, mounted on tables, were 
peppering a house 500 yards away, as- 
sisted by a cannon. The commander 
of the post explained that ten min- 
utes previously the Russians made a 
sally but were repulsed by this can- 
non and the machine guns at 450 paces, 
leaving the streets lined with dead 
tussians. 

The German losses also were heavy. 
The Russians barricaded themselves 
in the house and shot from the win- 
dows and the garden walls. 


Hand-to-Hand Fighting. 


Bloody hand-to-hand fighting occur- 
red in the capture of the old palace, 
the residence of the governor. The 
Germans attacked it during the night, 
and after several hours’ fighting drove 
the Russians from the palace and the 
park. The correspondent, visiting the 
palace, found the smoothly polished 
floors covered with bodies and the 
walls and windows pierced by shells 
and bullets. The palace was slowly 
burning, having been set on fire by 
shrapnel. : 

Toward 6 o’clock the correspondent 
heard detonations in the direction of 
forts number 6 and number 7, and saw 
pillars of fire ascending, meaning that 
the commander had ordered them 
blown up. The railway sation and 
barracks still were in Russian hands. 
but these also were captured before & 
o'clock. Half an hour later the writer 
inspected the streets leading to the 
station and found them thickly strewn 
with dead. The Russians had counter 
attacked with death-defying courage, 
and had made frightful sacrifices of 
life. 

Russian prisoners were brought in 
from all directions, and the Germans 
continued their pursuit of the fleeing

ENOUGH OF MUCKRAKING. 

We thought the muckraking business 
had gone into bankruptcy for want of cus- 
tom. It seemed to have petered out these 
recent years for lack of a clientele to 
whose ignorance of’ conditions it might ap- 
peal. The people have become educated to 
true conditions; they have learned to esti- 
mate the muckraker at his real worth. 

But recently two Georgians have been 


sought as the victims of it—Professor W. O. 
Connor, of the Georgia School for the Deaf, 
at Cave Spring, and Dr. Amos Fox, super- 
intendent of the Confederaté Soldiers’ 
Home. 

Held up to public criticism of their con- 
duct of these state institutions, either 
through misrepresentation or by those un- 
aware of true conditions, these two men who 
have grown doftitbly gray in the service of 
) their state, undoubtedly felt keen humilia- 
tion over the attacks which were, appar- 
ently at least, given official sanction. 

Committees officially appointed by the 
state legislature to conduct investigations 
into the charges, which were published 
broadcast over the state, announce upon the 
conclusion of their work that the charges 
were unfounded and untrue. They find the 
conduct of these institutions in thorough 
aecord with the spirit and letter of the state 
laws, and have been given every assurance 
by those best qualified to know that these 
men have had wholly at heart the work 
entrusted to them by the state. Their vin- 
dication is complete. 

The merciless and unjust attacks upon 
these two Georgia veterans well illustrate 
the danger of going off half-cocked in criti- 
cising public officials and their conduct of 
the institutions which the state places in 
their care and keeping. The day of the 
muckraker—the day at least in which he 
can hope for the achievement of his ends— 
has passed. 

If there are to be more charges, more 
criticisms of this sort, let’s have the proof 
first. There has been enough of assault 
founded upon the idle rumor of the streets. 
Another time let the would-be prosecutor 
speak from knowledge or keep silent. 


THE ANTI-DRUG CRUSADE. 


The Constitution cannot too warmly com- 
mend the activity of United States Collector 
Blalock, District Attorney Alexander, Solic- 
itor General Dorsey, the officers and mem- 
bers of the Fulton County Medical Society, 
and the reputable druggists of the city to put 
an end to the infamous and deadly traffic 
in narcotics by which a few miserable de- 
generates seek to turn a penny at the cost of 
untold suffering to the drug victims to whom, 
in defiance of law, they surreptitiously sup- 


ply morphine and other narcotics. 

lf a few of these violators of the law 
should be sent to the penitentiary it would 
be a most profitable example in the healthy 
effect it would have in putting a stop to this 
deadly traffic. 

It should be borne in mind that the law 
is not unreasonable. It does not forbid a 
physician to prescribe morphine. It does 
not undertake to define how much he is to 
prescribe. It leaves all these matters to the 
conscience and the judgment of the physi- 
cian, stipulating merely that he shall act 
in good faith. And so with the druggist. 


faith, the druggist is fully within the law 
when he fills the prescription. 

But the machinery of the law is ample to 
detect and punish those who seek to spec- 
-ulate on the misfortunes or the appetite of 
| theaddict. 

There will be in the country districts 
some suffering and some inconvenience, but 
there is always a physician in reach, and 
he can prescribe what is necessary. Even 
in the remoter counties, however, the author- 
ities can easily arrange for the county phy- 
sician or some other designated physician, 
to make provision for the cases that must 
have the drug, and to see to it that the vic- 
tims are weaned away from the habit. 

In the cities, especially in large cities 
like Atlanta, there is little reason for phy- 
sicians generally to prescribe morphine to 
addicts. And they ought not to doit. Asa 
mere matter of humanity they should send 
every such case to the city authorities. And 
such it is understood is the prevailing if not 
the unanimous decision of the profession 
here. They are co-operating, and the drug- 
gists are co-operating in a spirit of large and 
helpful philanthropy, in the common purpose 
absolutely to break up the disease. 

It is not too much to hope: that within 
six months the thing will be wholly wiped 
out, and thousands of miserable unfortunates 
restored to happiness and usefulness. After 
that, there can and will be neither excuse 
or possibility for relapse. For it ought never 
to be forgotten that the state law absolutely 
forbids a physician prescribing morphine, 
except to his regular patients. If, then, the 
federal authorities can stop the habit with 
the aid of the city and of the medical pro- 
fession, the state law will keep it stopped. 

The physicians in every community 
should ascertain the names of all addicts, and 
who is treating each, and it will then be a 
very simple matter to eradicate the trouble. 

The only thing necessary is to obey the 
law, and the disease will be stopped, and 
without suffering.

THE GERMAN NOTE. 


There is some discrepancy between the 
assurances given to the United States gov- 
ernment recently by the German ambassa- 
dor, Count von Bernstorff, and the brief 
and rather emphatic German note regarding 
the torpedoing of the Arabic, which has just 
reached Washington. 

We were led to believe from Count von 
Bernstorff’s note, presumed to have the offi- 
cial sanction of his government, that Ger- 
many had fallen into complete accord with 
our demands as to the conduct of her sub- 
marine warfare in a manner that would 
safeguard the lives of American citizens. 
‘We are now told that the commander of 
the submarine, which fired the fatal torpedo, 
believed that the Arabic was endeavoring 
to ram him, and he could not therefore give 
warning in time for those on board to 
secure their safety. As if to fortify her- 
self against the position of this govern- 
ment to which she has pretended, at least 
through her ambassador, to accede, Ger- 
many refuses to entertain responsibility for 
the lost lives of American citizens, regard-

less of whether the captain of the subma- 


rine was correct in his conclusions or not. 


It loeks as if there were some funny 
business back of the German assurances. 
There is an apparent effort to satisfy the 
people of this country, and at the same 
time concede nothing in the conduct of 
her retaliatory campaign, trusting to luck 
to get around each individual incident that 
gives offense. Any submarine commander 
can trump up an excuse such as that given 
by the man who wantonly sunk the Arabic, 
undoubtedly in direct violation of the 
alleged instructions which Von Bernstorff 
assures us were given to all the German 
undersea fighters. 

But this sort of thing cannot go on in- 
definitely. President Wilson has handled 
the situation to the present time in a most 
admirable and satisfactory manner; he can 
undoubtedly be counted upon to continue 
to deal with it as best accords with the 
traditions and beliefs of the American 
people. 

It is unfortunate that just as we were 
coming to believe in the pretensions and 
good faith of Germany, she should have 
taken back water, and apparently resumed 
her one-time offensive attitude. If Ger- 
many is sincere in her expressed desire to 
gain and hold the good will of the people 
of the United States, she has adopted a 
queer and doubtful method of showing it. 


HOW ENGLAND SEES IT. 

A remarkable series of publications de- 
signed to arouse world sympathy is emanat- 
ing from the evidently well-organized Brit- 
ish press bureau under the direction of Sir 
Gilbert Parker. 

Among them are two recent pamphlets 
which will prove of undoubted value to 
the Washington government in its diplomatic 


' controversy with Great Britain relative to 


the closing of neutral European ports 
against American commerce and the declara- 
tion of contraband recently issued against 
cotton. 

In one of these, entitled “The Specter 
of Navalism,” the writer, Julian Corbett, 
seeks to answer Germany’s claim that she 
is fighting the menace of “British naval- 
ism,” an evident counter-retort to the charge 
of “German militarism,” by vthe argument 
that the chief aim and purpose of the great 
English navy has been the unquestioned 
maintenance of “the freedom of the seas.” 

in his argument, designed to combat the 
German claim of British navalism and pur- 
porting to demonstrate that the first duty 
and object of the tremendous British navy 
is the maintenance of the freedom of the 
seas, Mr. Corbett makes use of this striking 
language: 


We at least knew and still know 
that in the collective existence of na- 
tions there are certain fundamentals 
on which no man can lay his hand and 
live. In the statecraft of a maritime 
people the most sacred of these funda- 
mentals is the freedom of the.seas. As 
the sun is for warmth and the rain of 
heaven to quicken the seed, so is the 
ocean a highway along Which all men 
must be free to pass upon their busi- 
ness. That is an irreducible factor 
in sane world politics. Nothing but 
the raw imaginings of inexperience could 
regard it otherwise, and an old mari- 
time hand would as soon tamper with 
it as forbid the sun to shine or the rain 
eS a poche ig 

It is the men who go down to the 
sea in ships and occupy their business 
in the great waters—these men see the 
wonders of the Lord; and the greatest 
of these wonders is the mysterious 
power which brings swift punishment 
to all who are disloyal to the free 
spirit of the sea. It is because Ger- 
many did not realize in time that over- 
sea commerce can only prosper by free 
intercourse that she lost the great trade 
which the Hansa had set up. It is 
because the Anglo-Saxon has this truth 
ingrained in his bones that his trade 
has withstood all assaults. 


Continuing, the writer points out how 
Germany has several times risen to the 
brink of political greatness, but has always 
fallen back through failure to understand 
that an essential of an enduring empire is 
that it “be felt by the rest of the world as 
a convenience.” Failure to appreciate this 
fundamental secret, he says, will mean that 
sooner or later the nations of the world 
will combine to remove it as 
nuisance.” 

What an indictment is there contained 
of England's own attitude in shutting neu- 
tral ports to American commerce?

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Will N. Harben’s Latest 
Book, “The Inner Law” 


A Review by Miss Isma Dooly. 


Will N. Harben, one of Georgia's most 
successful writers of fiction, has a new book 
on the market, entitled “The Inner Law.” 

The opening -scene is laid in Atlanta. 
“The homestead.” as described in the book, 
“was almost in the business section of At- 
lanta, the more modern houses having been 
built farther out on new streets and boule- 
vards. Indeed, the owner, old Gilbert Crof- 
ton, was possessed of no finer sentiment 
than the retention of a home his father had 
built many years before the civil war, and 
in which he had spent his boyhood. A con- 
siderable sum had been offered for the prop- 
erty by enterprising builders of fashionable 
hotels, but although Gilbert's two sons had 
often advised him to sell the place and build 
a house elsewhere, he had always stoutly 
refused.” 

A Unique Group. 

Those who read the book with the idea 
that the Croftons represent a type in south- 
ern life are mistaken. They represent a 
family unique even in what the French 
would call the “bourgeois” element of south- 
ern civilization. Though the old homestead 
described, and the old man’s desire to keep 
it would indicate a sort of family pride, 
the Croftons could not have been descended 
from the cavalier families of southern aris- 
tocracy. They represented rather an element 
of prosperous land owners who loved to in- 
who believed themselves 
owners of all they surveyed, and abused their 
power with a primitiveness which one can- 
not associate with the ideals of the south 
which gave to the world the highest types of 
men and women in literature, art, culture, 
war and statesmanship. 

Assuming, therefore, that Mr. Harben has 
selected a family representing not-the best 
socially or otherwise in our civilization, but 
a family remarkable in its consistently un- 
happy career, we 
story well dealt with, and presented in hold- 
ing and realistic style. 

No doubt many readers of the book will 
stop to make the commonplace observation: 
“Such a thing could not have really hap- 
pened.” To them it may be said: “Life is 
stranger than fiction.” 

The case of the Croftons in their heredity, 
their good “looks, good minds and weak 
morals is by no means impossible, but let us 
thank God such cases are few and far be- 
tween, or. the south could not point with 
pride as she does today to her progressive 
and enlightened citizenship, free of the 
heritage such people as the Croftons would 
have left had they represented a type. 

The Hero. 

“Carter Crofton,” the one male member 
of his family who lived through the in- 
fluences of a bad inheritance, is the hero of 
the book. He combines with too many weak- 
nesses some strong human qualities. He has 
good impulses, but he does not push them. 
He has mind and esprit, but, as the writer 
shows, his mind cannot push through his 
physical weaknesses, and he fails in his 
chosen profession—literature—and all he un- 
dertakes. 

Carter did not have the vigorous 
ties of adventure that would justify even the 
slightest comparison to a “Pere Gynt,” but 
he was ever following the new experiences, 
not even willing to give up the evening’s 
pleasure of a Cincinnati cafe to attend faith- 
fully his father dying there in a sanitarlum. 

Yet he felt so keenly his own weaknesses, 
the degeneration of his family and their 
conduct, he seized the first opportunity to 
get away from them to get into a realm 
which he believed would more surely meet 
the measurements of his talents. He went 
to Paris, but not until he had loved—loved 
not wisely, but selfishly and cruelly—a 
voung, beautiful, innocent, illiterate moun- 
tain girl, the image of whom he carried in 
his heart to modify the real pleasures of his 
subsequent life in Paris. 

A Woman. 

There he met a woman he believed worthy 
to become his companion, because of her 
gentle birth and a certain superiority of in- 
tellect she possessed. After a long consid- 
eration and the growing ennui of his life, he 
decided to honor her with courtship. lie 
courted her only to be shocked with the reve- 
lation that she felt she must tell him that 
she herself had a “previous experience’ of a 
nature a man might object to in the woman 
he chose to wed. But Carter desired the 
woman's companionship. He began to see 
himself very much as he was, and he 
about to tell the girl he desired to marry her 
anyway when she decided she would not run 
the risk of marrying him, and wrote hima 
very direct note, asking him please not to 
pursue her further. 

Called home to see the last remaining male 
member of his family.pass away under hope- 
less circumstances, Carter began to seek a 
new adventure and peace in the life of a 
recluse, and he went to New York for that 
adventure, taking lodging with an old couple 
who lived in an out-of-the-way place. 

The longing for faith in something began 
to assert itself; he began to be very con- 
scious of having a soul, and of wanting to 
satisfy what he believed was a craving for 
spiritual satisfaction. 

The Old Love. 

At this period of his career he met his old 
love, whose physical beauty had not waned, 
but whose mind and spirit had grown, and 
he realized that she had been his one love— 
that none other had really taken her place. 
She refused to listen to him or his prayers 
for forgiveness. 

This spurred on the desire for a better 
life. Then in his meeting with a youth, who 
was in mind a sage, in spirit a child of na- 
ture, he began to realize the desire for par- 
entage. He would befriend this boy, give him 
the advantages he needed and follow his 
career. Herein comes the happy ending to 
the book. 

Carter did become a regenerated man, but 
to the very end followed his own desires. 
He never made a sacrifice, and when he 
bezan to do things for others and tried to 
rectify as much as possible his former acts, 
it was ever for his own happiness, though it 
did bring happiness to others. 

Mr. Harben claims to hold in his writings 
to the themes and subjects which he draws 
from Georgia life and Georgia folk. In this 
I see for him still more success Qian he has 
had, and themes always enriching. I should 
like to see this talented Georgian write the 
story that would give to the world more 
knowledge of the highest types Georgia has 
produced. He could draw from the charac- 
ters of the great men Georgia has contrib- 
uted to the nation and to civilization, both 
before and after the war. They are in the 
hall of fame, in history and in literature. 
They were the men who inspired the building 
of the university in Athens, one of the first 
state universities to be established: men 
progressive enough to build the first woman's 
college in the country——-the old college in 
Macon—and men and women of the spirit and 
inherited experiences giving to the south that 
citizenship which is making her civilization 
today abreast of that in any section in any 
country.

One of the attractions at a street carnival 
in Charryvale last week was a troupe of 
trained The “‘protessor’ in charge of 
this exhibit was explaining to Albert Stroud 
about the flea pertormance. He said: “The 
teaching of the flea to do any of trick 
is, of course, a tedious, difficult matter.

“The flea cannot differéntiate between 
transparent glass and no glass, so that when 
I take him from the ball he still strikes this 
peculiar obstruction, and so he doesn't jump. 
So you see, a flea must have some reasoning 
power somewhere, but I am in no position to 
see where it is located. That is why I have 
to pick them up with tweezers and put them 
on my arm when I want to feed them. They 
don’t dare to jump on me.”

Paris.—(Correspondence of the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The flag of the Chas- 
seurs a Pied (light infantry) that was 
carried into Alsace by the Tenth bat- 
talion in the early rush toward the

London.—According to figures issued 
by the registrar general, the rate of 
growth of the population of England 
and Wales has greatly fallen off. The 
excess of births over deaths in June 
quarter was 37,418 below that for the 
same period of last vear.

NOTED GEORGIANS. 


By Professor Joseph T. Derry. 


Jared Irwin lived in early life in 
Burke county and later in Washington 
‘county, which he several times repre- 
sented in the legislature. He was dis- 
tinguished for his services in the revo- 
lution and in subsequent campaigns 
against the Indians, for which he was 
made brigadier general of militia. He 
was a member of the convention 
revised the state constitution in 1788, 
of another revising convention in 1795 
and was president of the convention 
that formed the state constitution of 
1798, one clause of which forbade the 
African slave trade so far as Georgia 
Was concerned, ten years before the 
abolition of that trade by the govern- 
ment of the United States. 

He was governor of Georgia from 
1796 to 1798. As governor, in 1796, he 
signed the act rescinding the Yazoo 
land sale. 

He was again governor from No- 
vember 7, 1806, to November 9, 1809. 

He died at Union Hill, in Washington 
county, when 68 years of age. 

James Jackson was born in Eng- 
land, September 21, 1757. When only 
ld years of age he came to Savannah, 
a stranger to every one except John 
Wereat, an intimate friend of his fa- 
ther. Through Mr. Wereat’s influence, 
Samuel Farley, attorney-at-law, re- 
ceived young Jackson into his office 
and superintended his studies. In the 
exciting times that followed, young 
JacKson ranged himself with the 
friends of American liberty. 

He was distinguished in an affair 
with some British ships near Savannah, 
and was wounded in a skirmish at Mid- 
way. After the fall of Savannah, in 
December, 1778, in compan with his 
friend, John Milledge, he tramped 
through South Carolina, ragged and 
barefoot, to join General Moultrie. The 
tw'o young patriots were seized by some 
American soldiers and were about to 
be hanged as spies when the timely ar- 
rival of Major Peter Devereaux res- 
cued them from their perilous position. 
He was at the siege of Savannah, in 
1779; was distinguished under Sumter, 
Morgan and Elijah Clarke, with which

After the recoverv of all north 


, Georgia by the Americans, at the head 


of his cavalry, Colonel James Jackson 
marched with General Wayne to drive 
the British out of Savannah. When 
the enemy surrendered that city to the 
Americans, July 12, 1782, General 
Wayne honored Colonel Jackson with 
the distinction of receiving from the 
retiring Britons the keys of the town 
in token of its surrender. Thus Colo- 
nel Jackson had the satisfaction of 
being the first American officer, who, 
in actual command, entered that city 
since its fall in December, 1778. 

After the war Colonel Jackson set- 
tled in Savannah, where he married 
Miss Mary Charlotte Young, daughter 
of William Young, an ardent patriot. 
Although in all things an enthusiastic 
patriot, Colonel Jackson as a member 
of the Georgia legislature, ‘by his in- 
fluence, secured for the tories a release 
from the penalties of the confiscation 
acts. 

At the age of 31 he was elected gov- 
ernor of Georgia, but declined the hon- 
or. Ile was several times a member 
of the legislature, was made brigadier 
and afterwards major general and 
served in congress several times. He 
resigned as congressman and was elect- 
ed to the state legislature, when, in 
1796, he was greatly influential in se- 
curing the repeal of the Yazoo sale. 
In establishing the university at Athens 
he co-operated with Abraham Baldwin, 
John Milledge and other friends of ed- 
ucation. In 1802 he was associated 
with Abraham Baldwin and John Mil- 
ledge in ceding to the United States 
the territory west of the Chattahoo- 
chee, from which were formed Alabama 
and Mississippi. James Jackson died 
in Washington city, March 19, 1806, 
while serving as senator from Georgia.

First in the year comes “Georgia 
day,”’ February 12, a day created by 
the legislature through the efforts of 
the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution. Now every child in the public 
schools over the state Knows that on 
that day the good ship Anne with 
General Oglethorpe and the first set- 
tlers of Georgia aboard landed on Geor- 
gia soil at Savannah: he knows why 
they came and how Georgia became a 
State and what kind of state it is 
now and learns that ‘tis given to him 
the privilege to carry forward this 
great state. 

General Washington is greatly loved 
and revered by all patriotic Americans 
and each year on his birthday, Febru- 
ary 22, the different chapters of the 
D and through their influence, 
schools in the state, 
review the lifetime of service for his 
country given by “The Father of Our 
Country.” 

Flag Day. 

June 14 is “Flag day.” a day whose 
wide observance grew out of the re- 
newed spirit of patriotism created by 
the D. A. R. Now both children and 
grown-ups, for we grown-ups are learn- 
ing new things each day too, know 
our glorius “Stars and 
Stripes,” and when and why. They 
know for what it stands and what the 
cost of blood that it took to place it 
upon the high pinnacle it occupies in 
the eyes of the world. The flag has a 
new meaning and it is with a quiver 
of love and pride that children see it 
raised on the flag-pole of their own 
schoolhouse for the first time. For 
now it is the plan of the D. A. R. of 
Georgia to give, with appropriate cere- 
monies which are both instructive and 
inspiring, & flag to every country school 
and city schoolhouse in the state.

July 4 is an old holiday with a new 
meaning. Through the efforts of the D. 
A. R., the old noisy Fourth, with the 
rich harvest of accidents and deaths, 
is being rapidly changed into a holi- 
day of wholesome pleasures, a part of 
which is spent at a semi-religious sery- 
ice, in which the birth of our nation and 
our duty to God is retold. It is a day 
from which the deadly little fire- 
cracker is barred. 

July 11 is purely a D. A. R. observ- 
ance day. It is the day set apart by 
the state conference of Georgia as a 
“Memorial day,” on which every D. A. 
R. chapter which is fortunate enough 
to have any graves of soldiers of the 
revolutionary war in their locality, go 
reverently and gratefully to place flow- 
ers over these honored dead. July 11 
was selected because on that date, in 
1783, the British forces evacuated Sa- 
vannah. The soldiers who lost their 
lives there did not die in vain, for it 
was a glorious day for Georgia.

No finer thing was ever 
done by the D. A. R. society of Georgia 
than the feeling of personal responsi- 

ility for the care and preservation of 
these individual graves which was cre- 
ated when this resolution passed the 
state conference and the work was 
established. It calls for the locating of 
graves of the soldiers of the revolution 
and for their care and _ preservation. 
Hundreds have been found. Special 
searches were made, in country burial 
grounds and other out-of-way places 
and where the tombstone was broken 
and the grave inaccessible the ashes 
have been removed by chapters and 
reinterred with dignified, reverent ex- 
ercises and substantial marble markers 
placed. ‘Tis these graves we decorate 
on every July 11.

the firing line. Others are located at 
bases or main railroad stations. In 
addition to giving regular meals the 
restaurants supply the soldiers with 
delicacies not provided for in the army 
rations. 

Along the front in the Trentino one 
rises rapidly from the heat of the val- 
leys to the sharp cold of the Alpine 
heights. While the army in the lower 
sections has been digging itself in the 
troops holding the mountain positions 
have literally blasted themselves in. 
In the heights the soldiers’ living quar- 
ters are cut in the solid rock. In many 
cases these caves are lined with pianks 
and all are heated by fireplaces, 

In the Cadore, north of Cortina and 
near the Marmolata mountain, which 
rises nearly 11,000 feet, there is a fair 
sized town consisting entirely of en- 
trenchments, or dugouts and caves. All 
of the caves are furnished with rough 
furniture made on the spot. The of- 
ficers have beds of moss. The walls 
are covered with military cloaks and 
festooned with ivy and fir cones. 

Over the entrance to the officers’ 
mess is chiseled “Grand Hotel Mortar.” 
In the center of the “hotel” hangs a 
cage containing a canary captured in 
an Austrian trench. Outside of the 
mess hall, and at various places in the 
cave-tow'n, life-sized and heroic busts 
of King Victor have been carved in 
the rock faces. 

Chapel Cut in Rock. 

A chapel has been cut in one side of 
a large spire of rock where it is shel- 
tered from the enemy's shells. A port- 
able altar has been erected and the sol- 
diers have lined the walls of the chapel 
with pieces of bright quartz, scraps of 
colored cloth and the silver and gold 
paper from cigar and cigarette pack- 
ages. 

In another part of the settlement an 
open space is reserved for amusements. 

ere plays are given with officers and 
men mingling in the audience or games 
are held except during heavy fighting. 

A museum, containing objects” se- 
cured during the campaign, was started 
in a corner of the amusement square.

The Italian officers have already ac- 
complished much in transporting large 
siege guns in the mountains, as well 
as keeping an adequate supply of am- 
munition and food on hand. But still 
greater plans are being made for con- 
ducting the campaign during the win- 
ter, which begins early in September 
in that section. On the extreme 
heights sentries have already suffer- 
ed from frostbites and scouts have 
found” difficulty in traversing the 
glacier snows. 

Italian Efficiency. 


A visit to the Isonzo country offers 
an excellent example of the efficient 
organization of all departments of the 
Italian fighting machine. Noteworthy 
engineering feats have been perform- 
ed by Italian engineers working under 
fire. The work of the commissariat, 
medical and sanitary depaitments, 
while not as showy as the accomplish- 
ments of the engineers, have played 
an equally important part in the opera- 
tions.

Remarkable Career of Sir 
William Robertson, Who 
Looks After All Branches 
of the British Army. 


British Headquarters, France, Sep- 
tember.—(Correspondence of the As- 
sociated Press.)—-Little is known to the 
outside world about Sir William Rob- 
ertson, K. C. V.. 0. EK. © Ba eee 
whose remarkable career from the 
ranks to chief of staff of the army is 
sO well Known to the army itself. His 
work in relation to that of Str John 
French, the commander-in-chief, has 
been described as that of the general 
manager of a great corporation to that 
of its president. 

A powerfully built 
came to London at the age 
enlisted in the Ninth Lancers. Promvo- 
tion from the ranks is not frequent. 
The reat majority of officers come 
from the military school at Sandhurst. 
But the door kept open for a pri- 
Vate of good education and character, 
By passing a stiff examination, he 
may secure a commission. 

Young Robertson had had only an 
elementary education, but he set out 
to make up for the deficiency by 
study. He invested his shilling a day, 
Which the pay of a British private, 
in As a British regular troop- 
er none too much time to himself, 
he used to get comrades 


to read to 
him from Bacon and the English clas- 
sics while he was grooming his horse 
or cleaning his equipment 

Won Commission After Fen Years. 

Not until he had served ten years 
did he pass his examination which 
gave him a commission in the Third 
lbragoon Guards. He was then 29 and 
the average second lieutenant had 
about eight vears the start of him on 
the army list. In the course of lineal 
promotion he could never hope to be 
more than a major. Special promotion 
could come only through distinguishing 
himself. Mac Donald, who won fame 
by his charge at Omdaduran, and. other 
eminent British commanders who had 
risen from the ranks, had won their 
way as natural leaders of men in the 
field. Robertson's career is the more 
striking, officers say, because it is due 
to excellence in organization and in 
the application of the methods of mod- 
ern war which presupposes the ground- 
ing ot a thorough scientific military 
education. 

Four years after he had received his 
commission he had won enough atten- 
tion to be assigned to the intelligence 
branch of the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment in India. In India he found his 
opportunity. tewards are given offi- 
cers for learning native dialects. 

To the average officer there is 
ing very attractive in spending hours 
with a native “munshi"” or teacher in 
acquiring a tongue which can be of use 
with only some frontier tribe. Robert- 
son offered his mumnshi a quarter of 
the reward when he was _ proficient 
enough to earn it by passing an exami- 
nation.

He would. be 
Waiting at his pupil's door at daybreak 
and put him through an hour's lesson 
before breakfast. Having mastered 
one dialect Robertson undertook an- 
other, and then another. Soon he be- 
came known as a languge expert. This 
gained for him another opportunity 
which was to apply his knowledge by 
explorations on the northwest frontier. 
When the Chitra trouble came his lin- 
guistic accomplishments and his knowl- 
edge of the country were invaluable. 
He came out of the Chitra campaign 
with the distinguished service order 
for services, which included gallantry 
in action when he was severely wound- 
ed. Now he was a “marked man” in 
the service, marked by stubborn appli- 
cation which had brought him from the 
rankKs and by his demonstrated ability. 

Everyone Had to Admire Him. 

“Everyone had to admire him,” ag 
another general said. “He had won 
his way without influence against 
odds by sheer hard work, making the 
most of his natural gifts.”

REPORTS. 


Practically every concern in Atlanta 
has received reports from its agents. 
The sense of the reports invariably is 
that business conditions this fall are 
not only an improvement over the con- 
ditions of lest fall, but far and away 
better than had even been dreamed 
of. Nowhere has a note of pessimism 
been struck in any of these reports. 

It is also of great significance that 
the majority of these reports were re- 
ceived before cotton, the money crop 
of Dixie, took its upward turn upon 
the market. 

The farmers of the south this year 
have raised their cotton so economical- 
ly that they can make more profit on it 
selling at 9 cents than they could have 
made on cotton selling at 11 cents last 
year. Cotton has already reached the 
10-cent mark, and the end is not yet 
in sight. Every cent per pound that 
cotton advances means hundreds of 
thousands of dollars more money in the 
south, so that there is now inestimably 
more money in prospect for the cotton 
belt than there was at the time the 
majority of the reports were made to 
Atlanta headquarters.

In order to make clear just what that 
statement means it is necessary to 
outline the method used by the fac- 
tories in supplying their customers. 

Each year the officials at the auto- 
mobile factories make an estimate as 
nearly as possible upon the number 
of cars of their make which can be 
sold in the ensuing year. This number 
is then divided and allotted to the head- 
quarters of the various sections of the 
country, the south, through Atlanta, 
receiving its allotment, 


COULD 
SELL MORE. 


Atlanta headquarters have not only 
already been notified of the number of 
cars which they will be expected to 
sell during the coming automobile year, 
but have in practically every instance 
already sold them, and could sell many 
more if they could get them.

Many southern agents in Atlanta 
have sold every car that they can de- 
liver, and are offering agents of other 
sections to split the commission if they 
will divide their factory allotments 
with the southern district. That is just 
how much money there is in the south 
today. 

Another evidence 
condition in business is 
many automobile concerns had enpect- 
ed that, perhaps, they might find it 
necessary to curtail the number of 
agencies which they maintain in the 
south, none of them have found it 
necessary to do so. On the contrary, a 
large number of concerns have found 
it necessary to establish many new 
agencies. As a consequence there are 
now in the south more automobile 
agencies than there have ever been be- 
fore, and they are doing as much or 
more business than they have ever 
done before. 


IMPROVEMENT 
GENERAL. 


There is one other phase of general 
business conditions as indicated by the 
automobile business which should be 
touched upon. 

The improvement of financial condi- 
tions is not limited to people who were 
already what might be termed the 
“moneyed class.”

West, near Ulympia, Ga., 
on the line of the Georgia and Florida 
railroad. It wiil be cut up into lia 
jots or 40 acres each and sold to ftarm- 
ers trom ‘tennessee, Kentucky, ILllinois 
and otner midaie strates, on easy terms, 

Already twenty-tive families from 
Tennessee have inade arrangements to 
settie on tne lana, and will move to 
jlhis section as soon as the surveys are 
| completed. A torce of surveyors and 
laborers has been at work lor some 
time, clearing up the land and arrang- 
ing 1t for settlement. This work will 
be completed in about six weeks. W. 
E. French, of Asheville, N. C., is in 
charge or the surveying force. J .W. 
West, Of Valdosta, is president of the 
jnewly formed company to colonize the 
tract, and I. F. VanWVeventer, of Knox- 
Ville, Tenn., is secretary and treasurer, 
with headquarters in this city.

a first ald in the expression of art in its 
various forms. 


Muscles that are used in singing, for in- 
stance, have been found to respond as read- 
ily to certain physical exercise as prolonged 
vocal practice. Piano players may make 
their fingers more dexterous by playing 
certain games, while painters, dancers and 
even writers find specializing in physical 
exer helps them in their artistic en 
dea vors. 

Miss Marie Kryl, an ingenious Chicage 
girl, has called attention to a fact that 
physicians have been accepting in theory 
for several years. As a piano student she 
knew that digital dexterity and ease of arm 
movement were necessary adjuncts to suc- 
cess. But playing the piano constantly did 
not appear to give the desired results. 

‘Then she stumbled upon the fact that 
baseball was more effective than practice 
at the piano in obtaining the effects 
sought.

Dr. Walter K. Pierson, who has made a 
study of the relation of physical to mental 
exercise, says that there is no doubt that 
simple experiments will point a way to 
every brain worker by which he or she can 
iimprove brain work with the aid of mus 
cular exercise. 

“Of course nobody questions the fact 
that physical exercise is necessary for 
health,” said he. “Health, in turn, is nec- 
essary for any successful mental pursuit. 
It is going but one step further to learn 
what particular muscular exercise fits your 
sort of mental endeavor. 

“Tor the pianist I certainly would ex- 
peet baseball to be a useful exercise. 
Swinging a bat and pitching the ball give 
just the right sort of exercise for the arm 
and finger muscles. Along with this is the 
exercise that comes from running, Jumping 
and deep breathing, all of which are highly 
desirable in any work. 

“But the man or woman who takes up 
baseball playing as a help in piano playing 
should be warned against too severe a test 
of strength. Too much exercise of any 
sort will harden the muscles and have just 
the opposite effect than the one desired. 

“The singer could hardly do better than 
play tennis. Tennis is a healthful exer- 
cise that brings practically every muscle 
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strong lungs and must not be short-winded. 
Tennis will help any singer. It might be

In figure 2 the thickness of the atmos- 
phere is greatly exaggerated. As a matter 
of fact the distance A B-2 is about ten 
times that of A B, so that we get ten times 
as much light and heat when the sun is 
overhead as we do when it is just above 
the horizon.

Hk military camera of a Saxon named 
Maul is carried by a rocket over the 
which is to be photographed.

FTER all, mon ami, a queen is only 

a woman, mid all her pageantry 

and stately isolation. The boast 

of heraldry is a poor enough 

substitute for the boast of simple free- 

dom, and the pomp of power ner 

warmed the spirit like the true sincerity 
of a friend. 

Many a royal heart yearns toward the 
vulgarity of the bargain counter, many 
and many a royal head nods wearily un- 
der the weight of its crown. For often 
palace halls are prison walls, and the 
earth’s exalted spend their days fast in 
the links of tradition. And if, as it hap- 
pens now and again, the voice of Na- 
ture whispers, whispers—-woe to the 
luckless ear that listens! 

Think of poor Princess Louise of Tus- 
cany, who might today be queen of Sax- 
ony had she not heard that whisper and 
listened. ‘“‘Poor’’ Louise, we call her, and 
think of her so. For even though she 
be her own destroyer, is she not - a 
be pitied, lonely and outcast in 'es- 
den, where she was happy once? 
Turned away by her family and 
the husband she loved, upheld to the 
public as depraved and inhuman by her 
enemies, trembling lest her last bit of 
joy—her little daughter—be taken away, 
with age creeping nearer—-if she were 
just a woman, why you, ami, or anyone 
who has listened to her tale would under- 
stand. But she’s of royal lineage, you

condemn. ; 

Louise has paid—and so dearly!—for 
being just a woman. She has given her 
name to the four winds and they’ve 
wafted it back and forth across Europe, 
whipping it to tatters, dragging it in the 
dust. Yet through it all this daughter 
of the house of Hapsburg has held stead- 
fastly to her birthright—the ability to 
live intensely, vividly, triumphantly. 

Since she scandalized the court of Sax- 
ony three years ago with a recounting of 
her memoirs and intimate reminiscences 
of the crown prince and members of the 
royal family—a vain attempt to find fa- 
vor for her side of the quarrel—she has 
lapsed into comparative obscurity.

ACK to the days of our grand- 
mothers, with simplicity the key- 
note, is the trend of modern fur- 
nishing.

BACON ROLLS STUFFED—With 
chicken or turkey—Spread thin slices 
of very cold bacon with minced chick- 
en or turkey mixed with the left over 
gravy. Mix in a little cream and dust 
with finely minced green pepper 
parsley. Roll and fasten with wooden 
skewers, dip in batter and fry in deep 
fat. To make the batter—beat two 
eggs, add one-half cupful of tepid wa- 
ter. Add slowly one cupful of sifted 
bread flour with one-fourth teaspooa- 
ful salt. Beat well and add one tea- 
spoonful of olive oil. 

VEAL ROLLS STUFFED—Cut thin- 
ly sliced veal cutlet in small squares. 
Lay on them from one corner to the 
other sticks of boiled celery and car- 
rots. Dust with salt and pepper. Roil 
and fasten well with wooden tooth 
picks. Saute the rolls in butter in a 
hot spider until tender and brown. 
Serve with a brown sauce to which 
may be added a tomato puree or chilli 
sauce. 

CHEESE SOUFFLE—Mix one cup- 
ful of rich milk with one of grated 
cheese. Add one tablespoonful of but- 
ter, one-half cupful of soft bread 
crumbs, a small amount of salt, pa- 
prika and mustard. Cook in a double 
boiler for three minutes. Take from 
fire, pour onto three beaten yolks. Fold 
in the stifiy beaten whites and pour in 
a deep buftered dish and bake in a 
slow oven for one-half hour. Serve at 
once in the dish in which it was baked.

ihe run of the scratching shed, care 
being taken that they are prevented 
from burrowing their way out. A 
layer of wire netting placed beneath 
the earth and scratching litter wiil 
effect this. These two breeds are the 
best not only for the fancier, but also 
for table use, either pure or crossed. 


The Feeding of Rabbits. 


There still seems to be much doubt 
as to the right way to feed rabbits, 
many people spending far too much 
on expensive grains to make it worth 
while keeping them at all. There is, 
of course, no hard and fast rule. Rab- 
bits, like all other animals, require 
variety and chapge, and the nature 
of the food depends also on the class 
and condition of the animals. For in- 
stance, buck rabbits being fattened 
for immediate consumption require 
different food from breeding does. A 
general menu may be given as fol- 
lows: 

A first meal of choped clover hay, 
scalded, and dried off with meal, oats, 
or bran; in the evening some sliced 
roots, such as mangels or turnips, or 
green food, such as dry lettuce and 
cabbage leaves. 

It is important in all cases that 
clean, fresh water should always be 
placed in the hutch, does having 
skimmed milk where possible. 


Cats. 


In cold weather, when the cat’s fur 
gets naturally thicker in order to with- 
stand the cold, it also frequently pre- 
sents a rough and unkempt appearance. 
In such a case give an occasional tea- 
spoonful of olive oil, or vary the food 
with fish and butchers’ “lights.’’ The 
latter is a particularly favorite food, 
and its cheapness makes it of addi- 
tional value. Raw meat may be given 
two or three times a week, but not if 
the animal is subject to worms. This 
may easily be discovered by watching 
the saucer after the animal has fin- 
ished drinking. If any tiny spots of 
blood are left, the cat should be treated 
for worms. A few small doses of areca 
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nut—a tiny pinch, powdered, and 
placed on the meat twice a week—will 
often effect a cure. A powder con- 
taining from one to three grains of 
Santonin mixed with a little sugar of 
milk, followed two days afterward by 
a dose of Epsom or Glauber's salts or 
the areca nut. Only very tiny quan- 
tities of either of the salines need be 
given, and may be administered in the 
form of.a pill, mixed with butter. With 
a little ‘help this should be placed at 
the back of the throat, and the mouth 
kept closed till the heat has dissolved 
the butter and carried it down. 


Dogs. 

Considering the number and impor- 
tance of these faithful animals, it is 
surprising how indifferent many own- 
ers are to the interests and care of 
their pets. The dog is given a few 
odd scraps, a stray bone, and unlim- 
ited sugar—the worst possible food— 
when it‘is discovered by gushing lady 
Visitors that “Jack’’ looks “‘so sweet’ 
when he begs. It is little wonder there- 
fore that so many dogs go prospecting 
in the gutter for additions to their 
menu. No one—child or grown-up— 
should take the responsibility of an 
animal, large or small, unless he or 
she is prepared to expend sufficient 
time and money to ensure adequate 
feeding and the maintenance of proper 
sanitary conditions. Even a small dog, 
such as the popular terrier, must cost 
at least one shilling a week, allowing 
for the license of seven shillings and 
sixpence a year. 


Pigeon Hints. 


Though the keeping of pigeons is 
likely to be discouraged just now, or 
even viewed with suspicion, there is 
really no need why they should not be 
bred, especially for show purposes. 
Keep them in a loft, facing south if 
possible,. and scatter plenty of cut 
straw about, that the birds may be en- 
couraged, to build their own nests. A 
row of cube sugar boxes on a low shelf 
serves admirably for nesting places, 
and the birds will avail themselves 
eagerly of the opportunity. Clean 
water, green food and grit are always 
necessary. Do not disturb the birds 
when nesting.

Education Stirs Up Spirited 
Discussion Among Authorities

ANY are the methods pursued 

in raising children. One of the 

most radical] of courses recently 
cffered is that of Frederick Fish, who 
lives near Denver, boasts a bouncing 
18-month-old youngster and says he is 
going the school of eugenics one better 
in his methods. 

He advises all parents in raising a 
child to: 

Give your baby a cow as a playmate. 

Don’t talk baby-talk. 

Don’t encourage him to believe in 
Santa Claus. 

Feed him on sugar and cow’s milk 
and cereal. 

Never allow him to play with toys. 

One of the big factors in their child's 
health and happiness, says Mrs. Fish, 
ig their cow Cherry. For Cherry has 
given many quarts of milk which have 
gone to make little Frederick’s cheeks 
rosy, his legs fat and his blue eyes 
bright. The youngster plays about the 
eow as he would with a dog. In fact, 
as he has no toys, he must amuse him- 
self, a practice which his parents claim 
make for ingenuity and self-reliance. 

When a friend asked Mrs. Fish if her 
child had on ta about Santa Claus 
she answered: “Not so far as I know, 
but if I ever heard him discuss this 
imaginary good fellow I should be 
forced to tell him that he is only a 
myth. I believe one of the ways of 
making your child a liar is to tell him 
about unreal characters. : 

However, there are many opinions on 
the playmates and pastimes as well as 
the right food that should be given toa 
healthy and normal child. 

Dr. Anna Braunwarth says: “I 
not think a cow is hardly a safe com- 
panion for a young child. 

“As to the question of a child’s diet 
I think cereal with plenty of milk and 
sugar are excellent, but it is not 
enough. Even at the age of 18 months 
the diet must be liberal. Bacon is a 
very valuable food for the young child. 
Gradually the diet should be enlarged 
to include plenty of vegetables and a 
small amount of fruit and meat.” 

Dr. Joseph Brennemann is of the 
opinion that a cow is a healthier ani- 
mal than a cat; he does not like the 
idea of a cat or dog playing with a 
young child. Still he thinks a cow 
and even a calf too large an animal 
for a child to play with easily. When 
his children were very young he gave 
them a young rabbit. He does not feel 
that any child should be surfeited with 
toys, but feels that a few mechanical 
toys Kelp stimulate rather than retard 
the child’s imagination. 

Dr. Frank Walls thinks it ludi- 
crous to select a cow or ever a calf 
as a playmate for a young child. He 
does not think a child should have 
any animal as a playmate before he is 
3 years old. He feels that me- 
chanical toys have almost as little 
meaning for a young child. A toy 
soldier or a dog made of wool will 
answer the purpose a great deal bet- 
ter. 

Dr. Frank Cary has much the same 
idea. He argues “All a cow can 
possibly do for a child is to kick him. 
I don’t see how it can possibly make 
a suitable playmate for any child. A 
cat or a dog is almost as had, for a 
cat often breeds diptheria and a dog 
is easily made vicious.” He feels that 
rabbits and chickens are the best com- 
panions for little tots because they 
are not dangerous and do not breed 
disease readily.

I know there are many different 
opinions on what are the right kind of 
toys for a young child. My personal 
feeling is that a simple toy is good for 
a young child if it can amuse him. 
The main point is not to let him have 
too many, because too many toys will 
retard rather than develop his mind 

and ingenuity. 

I think:- Dr. Montessori’s idea of 
throwing a child on his own resources 
and making him work out his own sal- 
vation is right. She believes that a 
child should become familiar and have 
a sympathetic feeling for all animals, 
whether it is a cow or a dog. 

Speaking in her own words she ex- 
plains: ‘‘The child is initiated into fore- 
sight by way of auto-education. It ig 
the plaintive vaice of the needy life 
which lives by his care. Between the 
child and the living creatures which he 
cultivates there is born a mysterious 
correspondence which induces the 
child to fulfill certain determinate acts 
without the intervention of the teacher. 

“The rewards which the child reaps 
also remain between him and nature; 
one fine day after long and patient 
care in carrying food and straw to the 
brooding pigeons he beholds a number 
of chickens peeping about the setting 
hen, which yesterday sat motionless 
in her breeding place. Again another

day he beholds the tender little rab- 
bit in the hutch where formerly dwelt” 
in solitude the pair of big rabbits to 
which he had not a few times lovingly 
carried the green vegetables left over 
from the kitchen.” 

At the Montessori schools in Rome 
and in other parts of Italy the child ts 
initiated into observation of the phe-

terest and observation grow, 
ous care for the living creatures grows 
also, and in this way the child can 
logically be brought to appreciate the 
care which the mother and the teacher 
take of him. 

The child is initiated into foresight 
when he knows that the life of the 
plants that have been sown depend 
upon his care in watering them, and 
that of the animals upon his diligence 
in feeding them. The child becomes 
vigilant as one who is beginning to 
feel a mission in life. 

Dr. Montessori approves of the diet 
suggested by the Fish family, but hbe- 
lieves it should be somewhat more in- 
clusive for a child of 18 months. She 
advises that little children have plenty 
of fats and sugar, the first for reserve 
matter and the second for plastic tis- 
sue. 

She says: “TI strongly recommend 
for children soup of rice boiled in broth 
or milk; also corn meal broth, provid- 
ing it gbe seasoned with abundant but- 
ter, but not with cheese. The porridge 
from the corn meal mush is to be highly 
recommended on account of the long 
cooking. 

“Milk fresh from the cow and the 
egg while itis still warm are also valu- 
able to the highest degree. Cooking, 
an the other hand, makes the milk and 
eggs lose their special condition of as- 
similability and reduces the nutritive 
power in them to the simple power of 
nitrogenous substance. Cooked vege- 
tables and fruits should also be given 
to the child in small quantities.” 

She also says: “A child can be dis- 
ciplined and be taught good manners 
without the parent ever resorting to 
corporal punishment. The _ parent 
should only check in the child whatever 
offends or annoys others, or whatever 
tends toward rough or ill-bred acts.” 


Modern Women as Beauties 


HE modern woman is not sur- 

passed by the Greeks of ancient 
times, says August Rodin, the greatest 
of modern sculptors. 

Rodin was asked one day: “Do you 
think the Greeks were more beautiful 
than modern women? Have you as 
fine models as posed for Phidias?”’ 

“Just as fine,” he‘answered. ‘‘Mod- 
ern Italian girls have all the peculiari- 
ties of the best Greek type, the es- 
sential character of which is that the 
shoulders are practically as broad as 
the hips.”’

‘Generally, like the Germanic races 
and the Russians, they have narrow 
shoulders and large hips, the charac- 
teristic of the nymphs of Goujon, the 
Venus of Watteau, the Diana of 
Houdon.”

I often get a girl to sit on the ground 
just to study the adorable vaselike out- 
lines of her torso, the sacred amphora 
which holds in it the promise of future 
life. Look at that shoulder. I have mod- 
eled the curve of it a dozen times and 
yet it could be improved. Often and 
often beauty overpowers me so that T 
feel like going on my knees to it. His 
art is a religion to the artist.”’

AN gambling ever

and their foes early adopted plans to keep 
troops in the trenches for as short a time 
as possible. The troops were sent to the 
rear, rested and diverted and then re- 
turned to relieve their fellows. 

Attacked on two sides, the 
whenever possible, have transferred troops 
by trainloads from the eastern to the west- 
ern fronts. Crities have said that such 
maneuvers were fatal to the strength of 
the Germans; that the troops, tired by the 
long railway journeys, would be of little 
value when placed in action. 

Sut scientists and practical army ob- 
servers at the front replied: “The adult 
is more gravely injured by worry than by 
fatigue.

To date the loss to the Prussians alone 
is said to be 1,800,000 men killed, wounded 
and missing. The trench lines stretch over 
1.66714 miles. From this great slaughter- 
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house the wrecks of men come by train- 
loads daily. Every device known to science 
is ready for the cure of their physical ills. 

But what of the mental? What of the 
men who come from the front nervous 
wrecks, unable to talk, walk or sense their 
surroundings? But, worse than all else to 
the future of Europe, what of the men who, 
disabled, crippled, without hope or ambi- 
tion—have naught to think of but their 
future struggle for existence. = 

Much has been written of the effect of 
the morale of the troops upon the outcome 
of the war. Germans point to the gay sing- 
ing of their troops as proof positive of their 
future success. The English boast of the 
eare-free antics of Tommy Atkins. 

Nor are these reports alone in their sig- 
nificance. 

In every hospital music, entertainments, 
lectures, visitors—everything is done to 
keep the soldier’s mind from his injury and 
from the thought of his recent horrible ex- 
periences. 


Aids and Abets Disease. 


Doctors have learned that worry means 
insomnia, nervous dyspepsia, hysteria, that 
it weakens the bodily defenses and aids the 
attack of diseases of microbic origin. It is 
the precursor or predisposing cause of many 
bodily ills; it is the one thing which saps 
the patient's vitality—-which, broadly 
speaking, is his power to will to get well. 

Man in the normal walks of life seeks to 
drive away dull care with the flowing bowl. 
An old German student drinking song says 
all manner of fear, care and worry van- 
ish when one is “drinking, drinking, 
drinking.” But in warfare given 
no opportunity for this anes- 
thetic. In the allied armies only one seda- 
tive is allowed him to counter his fear and 
worry—tobacco. 

It has been reported currently that the 
average soldier on the firing line prefers a 
cigaret to food any time. It is his only 
means for dulling his mind temporarily, hig 
only relaxation, his only diversion. 
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WASHINGTON’S 
SCHEME FOR UNION. 


ISORDERS like Shay’s rebellion 
D were for the mass of men, who did 

not see the significance of signs 
less gross and tangible, the best possi- 
ble evidence of the sore straits the 
country was in to maintain even 680 
much as its local governments and its 


respect for law. 

But it was not violence of this sort 
fo much as the subtle, all-pervasive air 
of uneasiness, of rivalry, and even hos- 
tility between the states of commercial 
enmity and a universal unneighborly 
spirit of reprisal which moved the 
thoughtful and masterful spirits of the 
country most deeply, and led them to 
bestir themselves while yet there was 
time to forestall disaster. 

It made them fear the worst, too, for 
the honor and very life of the country 
to see how debt demoralized the states; 
how they yielded upon every side to 
the temptation to repudiate their obli- 
gations by some new evasion, and en- 
couraged individuals to practice a like 
Gishonesty by passing stay laws against 
the collection of private debts and mak- 
ing legal tender of paper money issued 
without limit, whose value dropped with 
every week it was in use. 

Business as well as government 
geemed about to go to pieces, bank- 
ruptcy to go hand in hand with virtual 
anarchy. 

It was Washington's scheme of mak- 
ing the west accessible through the 
valley of the Potomac, which, after all, 
as it turned out, opened the way for 
statesmanlike measures of union. 

There was but one method by which 
to save the confederation now, as there 
has been but one method by which to 
concert and carry forward the revolu- 
tion. 

It had to be done, if done at all, by 
bringing the leading minds of the 
country to some sort of agreement; by 
correspondence, by individual effort; by 
personal appeals to individuals and to 
legislatures on the part of men who 
could gain a hearing because they had 
approved themselves by service. 

An infinite deal of letter writing; let- 
ters handed about from hand to hand 
which were like state papers for thor- 
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oughness, for sobriety of argument, for 
cogency and quiet power; personal in- 
terviews; persuasion that soaked slow- 
ly through from group to group in the 
simple society of the scattered towns 
and hamlets and plantations—such was 
the machinery of reform whether in 
opinion or in affairs; and Washington, 
with his quick conscience and steady 
competency in every matter that called 
for action, was the natural center alike 
ef counsel and of performance, 

By the spring of 1785 the Potomac 
company, pushed forward in its busi- 
ness by men like Washington, had de- 
veloped plans serious and definite 
enough to engage the attention of the 
legislatures of Maryland and Virginia. 

The Potomac ran with Maryland on 
the one bank and Virginia on the other; 
it was necessary that the two states 
should agree upon plans for its use 
and navigation. 

They united, therefore, in appointing 
commissioners to meet at Alexandria 
in March, 1785, to consult upon the 
matter not only, but also upon the gen- 
eral commercial relations of the two 
ecommonwealths which this matter 
touched and which there was no gen- 
eral government to regulate. 

Washington invited the commission- 
ers to adjourn to Mount Vernon, near 
by, as his guests; and there, though 
not of their number, he was freely ad- 
mitted to their counsels. 

They did not report to their legisla- 
tures all the hopes and questions to 
which their thoughts had broadened as 
they talked, but they set forth matters 
significant enough for the present. 

The Potomac, they pointed out, could 
not be connected with the western wa- 
ters without affecting Pennsylvania, as 
well as Maryland and Virginia; they 
recommended, therefore, that she also 
be called into-conference before that 
business was carried further. 

The rest of their task, which 
cerned common commercial regula- 
tions, uniform duties on imports and 
joint rules touching the currency, they 
completed. 

The Maryland legislature, when it 
received their report, happily read it 
in as liberal a spirit as any statesman 
could have wished for. 

If Pennsylvania was to be drawn into 
conference about the Potomac, why 
should not Delaware also be consulted, 
with a view to carrying a straight 
water course, by canal, from Chesa- 
peake bay to the Delaware river? 

And if Pennsylvania and Delaware 
might be asked to confer about these 
specific things, what was to prevent a 
general conference of the states, in 
'which all the uncomfortable questions 
of their interests with one another 
might be frankly discussed? 

Governor Bowdoin, of Massachusetts, 
had that very year urged his legisla- 
ture to invite the states to such a gen- 
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eral convention, in the interests of 
amicable trade, and it might be that 
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it would meet with universal approba- 
tion. 


ALEXANDER HAMILTON’S 


PROPOSITION. 


IRGINIA was willing to have a 
V scnerai conference of the states. 

There were men in her legisla- 
ture to whom such suggestions seemed 
full of hope and good counsel. Under 
their influence, thercfore, the Burgesses 
(January, 1786) asked all the states of 
the confederation to send delegates toa 
convention to be held at Annapolis on 
the first Monday of September, to con- 
sider the question of trade and commen 
intercourse which were disturbing the 
whole country. 

The response was disappointing. 

Connecticut, South Carolina and 
Georgia ignored the call altogether. 

Even Maryland fell suddenly indif- 
ferent and failed to act, though the plan 
was her own. 

New Hampshire, Massachusetfs, Rhode 
Island and North Carolina appointed 
delegates, but when the conference had 
assembled it was found that they had 
not taken the trouble to attend, 

Only Virginia, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, New Jersey and New York were 
represented; and their delegates did not 
feel that. alone, they could do anything. 
They could only urge another and fuller 
conference. 

New Jersey had . taken a very lively 
interest in these new plans of consul- 
tation and co-operation. 

She felt very keenly the serious com- 
mercial and political disadvantage at 


to a singular maturity in that time of 
batross. 

He proposed an address to the states 
in which they should be asked to come 
tomether at Philadelphia on the sec- 
ond Monday of the following May, not 
merely for the consideration of ques- 
tiens of trade, but also for the purpose 
of devising “such further provisions &s 
should appear to them necessary to ren- 
der the constitution of the federal gov- 
ernment adequateto the exigencies of 
the union,” and of reporting to the con- 
gress ‘“‘such an act as would effectually 
provide for the same;"” and the confer- 
ence, being in earnest, adopted the pa- 
per as he had drawn it. 

Again the states would have been in- 
different and conference of no avail, 
had not the winter which followed been 
darkened and made very ominous in- 
deed by Shay’s rebellion. 

Every one of the little commonwealths 
felt the threat of unmanageable dis- 
order and the upsetting of government 
itself which that spoke. 

“You talk, my good sir,” wrote Wash- 
ington to Harry Lee in congress, “of 
employing influence to appease the 
present tumults in Massachusetts. I 
know not where that influence is to be 
found, or, if attainable, that it would 
be a proper remedy for the disorders. 
Influence is no government. Let us 
have one by which our lives, lberties 
and properties will be secured, or let us 
know the worst.” 

There was the same feeling every- 
where. 

Government was too slack, order too 
uncertain. The authority of law could

York, being a statesman and no parti- 
san, induced the conference to make a 
like suggestion in asking for another 
and fuller convention of the states. 

Alexander Hamilton had been born, 
and bred as a lad, in the West Indies. 
He had established himself while yet al 
very young man in New York; but he| 
had taken no color from the place; had | 
kept a mind detached from merely | 
local interests and provincial 
dices: had served under Washington in 
the field, as his aide and confidant; 
and had learned to see as clearly ag any 
of his elders in affairs the needs and 
dangers of the country. 

He lacked still several monthsof be- 


nowhere be stronger than each indi- 
vidual state was prepared to make it. 

There Was no common power, no ef- 
fectual combination, no aggregate force 
to render it beyond peradventure firm 
and lasting. 

The object-lesson had come in good 
season. 

The congress of the confederation had 
heretofore been opposed to a general 
conference; it now sanctioned and ad- 
vised it. 

The states were at last effectually 
shaken from their indifference, and ap- 
pointed delegates to attend at Philadel- 
phia in May, to take part in the new 
continental congress.

It might be that 
the breaking up of their union or its 
consolidation, the setting in or the hap- 
py and final preclusion of civil war, 
would follow upon the completion of 
their labors. 

Affairs and opinion, 
perilous poise, and 
turned this way or that by 
cess or failure.

There were fifty-five delegates in at- 
tendance at last; every state except 
Rhode Isiand had sent commissioners.

Younger men had come forward and 
were speaking with authority; men 
like James Madison, of Virginia, who 
was but just turned of thirty-six, and 
Alexander Hamilton, of New York, who 
was only thirty. 

But older men were there also, and 
it was’ reassuring to find how care- 
fully the states had picked their rep- 
resentatives. 

tobert Morris was there, the expe- 
rienced financier of the revolution; 
Roger Sherman was there, whose prac- 
tical good sense had steadied the early 
counsels of the continental congress, 
and John Rutledge, whom South Car- 
olina had made a sort of dictator in 
her affairs while the revolution held; 
and Benjamin Franklin, in his eighty- 
second year. | 

Virginia had sent seasoned jurists

[ wisely gat with closed doors. 

It sat all the summer through, 
and until September was more 
half gone: let no one Know what it de-

published its work when finished, and 
went home to press it for acceptance. 

It gave it great dignity that Wash- 
ington had presided over its counsels 
and was heart and soul for the adop- 
tion of the measures it proposed. 

His name and quiet force had stead. 
ied the convention on many an anxious 
day when disagreement threatened 
hopeless breach. 

His fame and influence infinitely 
strengthened also thé measures 
posed, now that they were completed. 

He supported them because they were 
thorough-going and courageous and 
cut to the root of the difficulties under 
which the country was laboring. 

Issue had been joined now, as he had 
wished to see it joined, between gov- 
ernment or no government, and the 
country was to know at last where it 
stood in the most essential matters of 
its life. 

The convention had drafted nothing 
less than & new constitution—no mere 
amendment or series of amendments to 
}the articles of confederation; a radi- 
ically new scheme of government and of

(its own merits. 

It was recalled, many vears after- 
wards, how General Washington had 
stood in the midst of a little group of 
delegates, during the anxious first days 
at Philadelphia, while they waited for 
commissioners enough to justify them 
in effecting an organization, and had 
cried, “Let us raise a standard to which 
the wise and honest can repair. The 
event is in the hand of God.” 

It was in that spirit that the conven- 
tion had acted. 

They had not taken measures to 
please, but measures to save the coun- 
try.

people, popular elections, brief terms 
of office, definite, chartered powers 
Even the electoral college which was 
to choose the president, had its proto- 
type in the electoral body through 
which Marvland chose the members of 
the upper house of her legislature 
The convention had showed its con- 
servative temper in every provision it 
touched: and not much of what it had 
done had to be elaborately explained. 
Many of the states were ready to ac- 
cept the constitution at once. 
Delaware ratified it on the 
December, but a little more than three 
months after the adjournment of the 
convention; Pennsylvania followed her 
example on the 12th, and New Jersey 


on the 18th. , 

By the ist of June, 1788, eight states 
had given their assent—-Massachusetts 
among them, though she had hesitated, 
but New York and Virginia still held 
off. 

Massachusetts had waited 
John Hancock and Mr. Samuel 
declared themselves willing to accept 
the constitution and had suffered their 
choice to shift the balance of opinion. 

New York held off, as she had held 
off from granting additional powers to 
the congress of the confederation, be- 
cause she did not wish to yield her 
commercial independence; and Virginia 
because men whom she ioved, like Mr. 
Henry, and men whom she had been 
accustomed to trust in council, like Mr. 
Mason, feared to see so powerful a cen- 
tral government set up. 

New York vielded at last (July 26th) 
by a majority of only two votes out of 
fifty-seven, because Mr. Hamilton and 
the men who stood with him pressed 
every advantage of argument, influ- 
ence and persuasion-—and because news 
came that New Hampshire had accept- 
ed the eonstitution, the ninth state 
(June 218t), and that, therefore, the 
new government was quite certain to 
be tried without her. 

In Virginia the arguments of Madi- 
son and Randolph and Marshall and 
personal influence of Washington 
prevailed at last (June 2ith), notwith- 
Standing the opposition of Lee and 
Henry and Mason 

lt was said in her convention 
there were no safeguards in the 
constitution sufficient to withhold the 
powerful government about to be set 
up from encroaching alike upon indi- 
vidual rights and upon the undoubted 
powers of the several states, and the 
opposition would have prevalled had 
not the ratification been coupled with 
resolutions which urged. amendments 
which should constitute a:‘gsort of bill 
of rights—amendments which the new 
government afterwards accepted. 

“The opinion of General Washington 
was of such weight,” said Count Mous- 
tier, the French minister to the United 
States, ‘that it alone contributed more 
than any other measure to cause the 
present constitution to be adopted.” 

No doubt the country did feel, 
throughout, the compulsion of loyal 
sentiment that went with his name. No 
doubt it felt, too, the mastery of the 
men who stood with him to lead, and 
yielded, in part, to their tact, their 
quick infectious enthusiasm, their ar- 
dor of unhesitating conviction. 

But it was interest and the pressure 
of affairs which told most decisively in 
the vote. 3 

Mach state had uttered its choice 
with regard to the adoption of the con- 
stitution through a convention chosen 
for the purpose, and it was noteworthy 
how the delegates stood divided. 

Those from the larger towns and the 
districts where hamlets and homes lay 
thickest, where commerce moved upon 
the rivers and to the sea; those from 
the farming regions which lay by tide- 
water or near the lone rivers which 
crossed the boundaries of states and 
floated produce to markéts within an- 
other jurisdiction; those who came from 
exposed frontiers where there was noth- 
ingg to hope for from independence and 
much to hope for from a protecting 
common government—all who felt the 
wide movements of trade or the need 
for free markets or the too sharp pinch 
of rivalry between state and state or 
the imminent threat of division and 
disorder, to the unsettling of property 
and the upsetting of their lives, yeted 
for the constitution.
